Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 14 
December 2005 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Applicants' Information Disclosure Statement, filed 18 December 2005, has been 
received, entered into the record, and considered. See attached form PTO-1449. 

Specification 

2. Please provide the serial number for the U.S. Provisional Application. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

Claim 60 recites the limitation "...tangible storage medium", yet there is no 
support from Applicants' specification for the above-mentioned term. Applicants are 
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suggested to amend the above limitation to "computer data-storage" to overcome the 
objection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9, 11-21, 23-29, 31-33, 50-57, and 59-64 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 

distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites "a network media channel " on line 1 and also on line 8. It is 
unclear whether or not the network media channel on line 8 is the same as network 
media channel specified on line 1. 

Claim 20 recites "subscribed media channel" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 50 recites "a network media channel " on line 1 and also on line 9. It is 
unclear whether or not the network media channel on line 9 is the same as network 
media channel specified on line 1 . 
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Claim 60 recites "a network media channel " on line 2 and also on line 10. It is 
unclear whether or not the network media channel on line 10 is the same as network 
media channel specified on line 2. 

Claims 2-19, 35-49, 51-62, and 65-66 are rejected for fully incorporating the 
deficiencies of their respective base claims by dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 , 20, 50, and 60 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 34-49 and 65-66 are allowed.
